ready for. presentation to the War depart- 
ment about the first of August. He is al- 
ready engaged on the part of the report 
which purports to give officially the true 
story of the preference of General Miles 
for high explosives and high explosive 
shelis and his opposition to disappearing 
gun carriages as mounts in our coast de- 
fenses. 

General Buffington refused to specify the 
information he threatens to divulge in the 
course of a prosy document, but he said in 
so many words that he would take occasion 
to publish in detail the story which ordnance 
officers believe will give the final victory 
to their corps. Ordnance officers are great- 
ly incensed at the publicity which has been 
given the official papers exchanged between 
the experts on the subject of gun carriages, 


and they do not hesitate to say the dis- 


closure was made with a purpose in view— 
just what they leave to the imagination. 
General Miles was not in Washington today, 
and his aids said they knew nothing of 


the controversy beyond what was con-. 


tained in the papers already published, and 
which will be printed in the form of a Sen- 
ate document at the instance of Senator 
Perkins of California, who is chairman of 
the Subcommittee on Appropriations, which 
has had charge of the fortifications bill. 

Gecrétary Root has taken no part in the 
whole matter. He has been away from his 
desk much of the time, and really knew 
nothing of the later papers which 
‘between the bureaus and the headquarters 
of the army. ‘Those who know something 
ef his own inclinations in such cases be- 
lileve that he will prohibit the Chief of 
Ordnance from attacking General Miles 
through an annual report. In that event 
it is possible General Buffington will pre- 
fer the charges directly to the War depart- 
ment, thereby precipitating a court of in- 
quiry, which, it is said, General Miles would 
welcome heartily. 

President McKinley today nominated Ed- 
ward D. Winslow of Chicago, now Consul 
General at Stockholm, Sweden, to be Secre- 
tary of Legation and Consul General of 
the United States at that place.

GO TO SEARCH INDIAN RUINS. 


Two Expeditions Set Out to Gather Ma- 
terial from Hopi, Shoshone, and Other 
Tribes for Field Museum. 


The ruins of dwellings of the Hopi Indians 
in northern Arizona, and of various other 
tribes of Indians in the far Northwestern 
States of this country, will be searched in 
the next few months by two expedition 
parties to secure additional collections for 
the anthropological department of the Field 
Columbian Museum. Two assistants in that 
department left last Saturday for Arizona, 
to be gone six months, and last evening Dr. 
George A. Dorsey, curator of the museum, 
started at 10:30 over the Northwestern 
road for a three months’ tour through Colo- 
rado, Wyoming, Utah, Idaho, Washington, 
Oregon, and California. 

“The work in Arisona, said Dr. Dorsey 
before his departure, will be carried on by 
C. L. Owen and J. A. Burt, assistants in the 
department of anthropology. The expenses 
of their expedition will be paid from the 
Stanley McCormick fund of $5,000, under 
which work has been carried on for the last 
two years. In the Hopi ruins it is expected 
to find interesting remains of ceremonial 
places and utensils, also symbolistic pottery 
bearing records of the prehistoric life and 
migration of the tribe. 

In the States I shall visit new material 
will be collected from the Shoshone, Ute, 
Piute, and other tribes, especially the first 
named. The old Fort Hall reservation of the 
Shoshones and Bannocks will be visited, also“ 
the Wind River reservation in Wyoming.“ 


MYSTERY IN SUICIDE THREATS. 


Charles Morton, Former Grand Pacific 
Clerk, Writes Francis A. Riddle 


of His Deadly an 


Francis A. yout yesterday received let- 
ters from Charles Morton, for many years 
clerk of the old Grand Pacific Hotel, inform- 
ing him that the writer intended to commit 
suicide. Mr. Morton recently was night clerk 
of the Southern Hotel, St. Louis, but re- 
signed his position and disappeared from the 
Southern on Friday afternoon. 

In his letter of resignation Mr. Morton also 
stated his intention of suicide and that his 
body would be found in Forest Park. The 
St. Louis police were notified and a search 
was made not only in Forest Park but in 
the city generally, but no trace of the miss- 
ing man had been found up to last night. 

Oné of the letters to Mr. Riddle, who was 
Mr. Morton's — adviser, was in part as 
follows: 

Dear Mr. Riddle: I contemplate suicide. Come 
to St. Louls at once and take my daughter home 
to your good wife. You are my bondsman and 
will square up estate. The small estate is intact; 
in addition, there is $7,000 insurance. Weariness 


of life is my sole reason.

Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Speclal.— 
Unexpected sentiment in favor of the enact- 
ment of an interoceanic canal law at this 
Session has developed in the Senate. 

It had been supposed that while adminis- 
tration leaders aided in passing the Hep- 
burn bill in the House it was with the under- 
standing that the bill should remain in the 
Senate committee and not de reported back 
until definite action had been taken upon 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. This would 
mean in effect that the canal bill would lie 
over until the next session. | 

At an executive meeting of the Senate com- 
mittee today so strong a sentiment in favor 
of reporting the bill back for passage was 
developed that some of the administration 
leaders are seriously concerned. 

Those present at the meeting were Sena- 
tors Turner, Morgan, Hawley, Culberson, 
Sewell, Hanna, Bacon, McBride, Harris, and 
Platt of New York. It was found that 
Messers. Hanna, Platt of New York, Sewell, 
and Hawley were in favor of holding the 
bill in committee until the Hay-Pauncefote 
tredty had been disposed of. Messrs. Mor- 
gan, Culberson, Turner, and Harris are in 
favor of reporting back the Hepburn bill, 
possibly with some minor amendments, and 
urging its immediate passage. 

Thus it rests with Senator McBride to 
break the deadlock. Hithérto, while an en- 
thusiastic canal man, Mr. McBride has been 
in favor of withholding action on the Hep- 
burn bill while the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
is pending. Greatly to the astonishment of 
the administration leaders, Mr. McBride to- 
day evinced a disposition to vote with those 
members of the committee who wish to 
make a favorable report on the Hepburn 
bill, which would give the friends of the 
bill a majority of the committee. 


Tonight Mr. McBride will not make any | 


postive statement respecting his position, 
but strong influences are being brought to 
bear upon him and it is believed when the 
committee meets on Wednésday to take up 
the bill again he will vote with Mr. Hanna 
and those members who oppose any action 
on the canal bill until after some disposi- 
tion has been made of the Hay-Pauncefote 
convention. 

It is understood that Mr. Hanna proposed 
to the committee today to link the treaty 
and the Hepburn bill together and make 
their fate common. That is, to pass the 
bill if the treaty is racer or to let both 


go over.

ST. LOUIS CARMEN STRIKE 


DECIDE AT MASS MEETING TO TIE UP 
ALL LINES. 


Thirty-eight Hundred Employes At- 
fected and Entire System of St. 
Louis Traction Company Is Involved 
—-Men Claim Company Has Violated 
Its Agreement and Has Antag- 
onized Union in Every Way Possi- 
ble. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 8. —ISpectal.I—At 2 
o'clock this morning the mass-meeting of 
employés of the St. Louis Transit company 
without a dissenting voice decided to go on 
strike immediately. 

All lines in the city are involved. The 
Transit company's men number 3,800. The 
strike order takes effect at 4: 40 o'clock this 
morning. 


Claim Agreement Is Violated. 

The men claim that General Manager 
Baumhoff has repeatly violated the com- 
pany'’s agreement with the union by throw- 
ing every obstacle in the way of employés 
who are members of the union and by dis- 
missing them for the most trivial causes, 
while those who haye not affiliated with the 
organization have been induced to form and 
go into an organization which has for its 
sole aim and object the disruption of the 
union, the members of which organization 
are permitted to have pretty much their 
own way, their flagrant violation of the 
rules of the company being winked at or per- 
mitted to go unnoticed, thus carrying out 
the threat of the general manager that he 
would disrupt the union or die with his 
boots on. 


Company Refused Demand. 


The Transit company’s directors on Mon- 


day had decided to make President Whit- 


taker’s recommendation their reply to the 
union’s proposed agreement. This recom- 
mendation was not to accede to the union's 
demands. 

Five Hundred Police Sworn In. 

It is reported that 500 blank applications 
for positions as private watchmen had been 
approved by the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners for the St. Louis Transit company, 
and that clerks, foremen, and others en- 
ployed by the company had been sworn in 
by Police Commissioser Atmore. 

A private watchman has virtually the 
same power as a policeman. 

Following the dispatch of the reply of 
the Board of Directors, that body then took 
up the question of a new scale of wages 
proposed by General Manager Baumhoff, 
according to one authority. 

This scale of wages was adopted after a 
brief discussion, and it was ordered posted 
immediately on the bulletin boards of every 
car shed in the transit company’s system. 

The wage scale thus adopted is as follows: 

Notice to Conductors and Motormen of 
the St. Louls Transit Company—The scale 
of wages for conductors and motormen, on 
and after June 1, 1900, will be: 

“Twenty cents per hour for all men in 
the-employ of the company on June 1, 1900. 

“ Twenty-one cents per hour after five 
years’ continuous service. 

“Twenty-two cents per hour after ten 
years’ continuous service. 

“Twenty-three cents per hours after fif- 
teen years’ continuous service. 

For the purposes of the 2léent, 22-cent, 
and 23-cent rate continuous service shall be 
counted from the time when the employés 
last entered the service of the transit com- 
pany or of the company to which the tran- 
sit company succeeded. 

All conductors and motormen now In our 
employ desiring to avail themselves of the 
rate must notify the Auditor, Frank R. 
Henry, in writing.“ 

Strikers to Furnish Transportation. 

The union men propose running vehicles 
to accommodate all passengers who are in 
sympathy with their course. 

Mr. Edward Whittaker, President of the 
transit company, stated that he did not 
know the exact number of special police 
sworn in, but said: 

“The power houses will hardly be both- 
ered in case of a strike, for, in case that 
should be done, the United States govern- 
ment would immediately step in. Shutting 
off the power would obstruct the United 
States mail. We have contracts on every line 


of the road.“

It had been 
currently reported that Chairman Rannells, 
in obedience to the orders of Governor Tan- 
ner, would refuse to allow a rolli-call, but 
would declare Brown elected on a viva voce 
vote and hand the gavel to him without any 
more action, 


Demand Made on Rannells.

Only Distance to Mafeking.

— A dispatch from 
Smaldeel, Sunday, says: The move- 
ment that culminated in the capture of Win- 
burg and Smaldeel was part of a great gen- 
eral movement extending from General 
Hunter on the west to General Rundle on 
the east, Lord Roberts’ admirable strategy 
resulted in placing everywhere five British 
to one Boer. Out of what appeared the in- 
extricable confusion of divisions and 
brigades order was quickly evolved, and the 
Boers were compelled to meet Lord Roberts 
under unfavorable conditions. What is 
more important is that the British are now 
able to wait. Their front and strong posi- 
tions are safe in the knowledge that their 
flanking columns will advance and outflank 
the Boers.

NATIONALIST GAINS IN FRENCH ELEC- 
' SION DISTURB MINISTRY, 


Plan Alrea@y Proposed te Pardon 
Deroulede and Vote Fund for Pur- 
chase of Book Condemning Loubet 
for Use in Public Libraries—Attack 
on Ministry to Begin as Soon as Par- 
lament Opens, May 22—Republicans 
Growing Alarmed.

PARIS, . 7.—Panic reigns in the Re- 
publican political circles of France today, 
and the success of the Nationalists came as 
a clap of thunder to the government, which 
was blindly confident of its own strength, 
although it was easy to foresee the result 
after the many assaults against the Cabinet 
in the Chamber had caused the ministerial’ 
majority to tumble as low as eleven votes. 

Outside the Nationalist press, however, 
the Nationalist sweep was not anticipated, 
and organs like the Figaro, the Matin, and 
the Temps never view the political situation 
from a news standpoint of what really is, 
but only in the way the government inter- 
ests want it. 


Nationalist Triumph Is 500 

Nothing is lacking in the Nationalist tri- 
umph. Not only are all the party leaders 
elected, including Mercier’s brother Galli 
and Deroulede’s lieutenant, Barillier. 2 

The new election leaves many contested 
seats and at least twelve stand a chance of 
falling to the Nationalists. With the Con- 
servatives and Royalists as allies, thisywill 
give the Nationalists control of the City of 
Paris. 


Some idea of what this means may be gath- 


ered from the declarations of the newly 
elected members. Galli proposes that Mery's 
book against Loubet be voted a credit to buy 
it for the libraries of Paris. Barillier pro- 
poses to vote amnesty to Deroulede and his 


fellow-exiles, and army fetes are to be 


given. 

The Republicans realize the danger, and 
the Republican press declares that Paris is 
in the hands od the reactionary party. The 
Nationalist press prints flaring headlines 
containing frantic\manifestations of joy 
and declares the Nationalist party tri- 
umphs in Algeria and many districts in 
France are considered a manifestation 
against Reinachs’ declaration regarding the 
reopening of the Dreyfus case and the gov- 
ernment’s illiberal line of action. 

Will Make Attack on Cabinet. 

The assault on the Cabinet begins with the 

opening of Parliament on May 22, and it is 


feared the enthusiasm of Paris is alarming 
for the Republican interests.

BERLIN’S PEACE CONFERENCE DE-

Emperor William Given Credit for 
Having Accomplished More for Se- 
curity of Eurepe than Russian 
Ruler Did with His Widely Herald- 
ed Convention—May Raise Himself 
to Rank of Field Marshal in His Own 
Army~—Powers Left in Good Humor.

BERLIN, May 7.—It is probable that 
future historians of the closing years of the 
nineteenth century -will regard thé unpre- 
arranged gathering which has just dispersed 
here more beneficial as a peace demonstra- 
tion than The Hague conference. 

European Princes and the representatives 
of non-European states met without a pro- 
gram, were asked to make no sacrifices of 
pride, renounce no ambitions, and sign no 
treaties, consequently the spirit of opposi- 
tion was not aroused and the haif forgotten 
quarrels were not revived. 


Contrast with Role at The 

At The Hague Emperor William was the 
centrifugal force which held the powers 
apart and prevented the adoption of what he 
considered utopian, and, therefore, illusory 
and harmful, proposals, and it is strikingly 
significant that his personality has proved 
a sufficient magnet to attract the repre- 
sentatives of the dual alliance and to avoid 
allowing any demonstration in favor of the 
triple alliance. It is true that France sent 
no special commissioner, but an express au- 
thorization was given to the Marquis de 
Noallles to present the republic's congratu- 
lations, which shows that the Emperor’s 
continued efforts to conciliate France have 
not been without some success. 


Significance of New Rank. 

On the other hand, military circles regard 
the nomination of Emperor William to the 
highest military dignity in the Austrian 
army the most important result, if not the 
main object, of Franz Joset's visit. 

After General Waldersee’s appointment as 
Field Marshal was announced Prince Al- 
brecht of Prussia, who is a Field Marshal 
and the ranking officer of the army, and 
General von Hahnke requested the Em- 
peror to assume the Field Marshal's rank in 
his own army, as it is believed the posses- 
sion of the same rank in both armies would 
facilitate cotperation in war. The Em- 
peror’s decision 1d expected soon, and the 
two are not viewed as antagonistic since the 
idea of armed peace is the underlying prin- 
ciple of the dreibund. 

Alliance Favors Italy. 
It is alleged that a diplomatist of a friend- 


_ly power, answering an inquiry as to wheth- 


er Italy does not fear Austria's designs re- 
garding Albania and Macedonia, says: 

“The treaty of alliance between Austria 
and Italy, whose conditions, unlike the Aus- 
tro-German, remained secret, stipulates that 
neither power shall begin any undertaking 
in the Orient without the other's consent, and 
were this clause known to the Italian pub- 
licists they would have avoided many of 
their recent bitter utterances. 

The Foreign office is non-communicativé 
regarding the matter. | 

The same authority also confirmed the 
view that the Emperor's cultivation of Eng- 
lish friendship was largely in the interest 
of the dreibund, which requires the support 
of the English navy in the Mediterranean. 


BRITISH TRUST IN LAWYERS, 


Revelations in Connection with Recent 
Defalcations Show Remarkable 
Business Laxity.

LONDON, May 8.—In connection with the 


recent exposure and arrest of a firm of de- 
faulting solicitors the Daily Mail prints a 
list showing that since 1897 there have been 
thirty such cases in London alone, of which 
ten were absconders and six were impris- 
oned. The last case caused such excite- 
ment that many big lawyers are specially 
requesting clients for whom they hold se- 
curities to come and examine them personal- 
ly. It seems quite a number of the losers 
simply placed their money in the hands of 


the lawyers with instructions to buy stocks 


and bonds, and never took the precaution to 
ask to see the papers purchased.

MANILA, May 7. — Telegrams received 
here from General Young report that Aguin- 
aldo has rejoined the rebel General Tino in 
the north, and that they have reassembled 
a considerable force inthe mountains. Gen- 
eral Young desires to strike them before the 
rains, and asks for reinforcements. 

The tenor of the dispatches indicates 
that General Young. is confident that 
Aguinaldo is with Tino, and it is presumed 
they are planning to tac fighting during 
the rains. 


Bout Insurgents in Albay. 


Company F of the Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment met and routed a band of the enemy 
between Legaspi and Riago, Province of 
Albay, April 13. 

Two Americans were killed and five were 
wounded, including two officers. The Fili- 
pinos lost heavily. 

The conditions around Legaspi and Sor- 
sogon are reported to be disturbed. 


Filipinos Lose 280 in Visaya. 


Two rebel attacks on the American garri- 
sons in the Visayan Islands recently have 
resulted in the killing of 280 of the enemy and 
the wounding of two Americans. 

At daybreak on May 4 400 hundred rebels, 
a hundred of them armed with rifles, at- 
tacked Catarman, in northern Saonar, in the 
vicinity of Catubig. F Company of the 
Forty-third Regiment was garrisoning the 
place. The enemy built trenches on the out- 
skirts of the town during the night and fired 
volleys persistently into it until the Ameri- 
cans, charging the trenches, scattered the 
Filipinos and killed 155 of them. Two Amer- 
icans were wounded. 

This attack was precipitated by the ene- 
my's recent successful fight at Catubig. 
The garrison of Catarman has been removed 
to thé seaport of Laguan. 


Active Work at Jaro. 


A force of Filipinos, estimated to number 
200 men, armed with rifles, and 600 armed 
with bolos, and operating four mussle- 
loading cannon, attacked Jaro, on Leyte 
Island, on April 15, which’ place was gar» 
risoned by twenty-five men of B Company of 
the Forty-third Regiment, Lieutenant Estes 
commanding. Estes left fifteen men to pro- 
tect the town, and with the remaining ten 
men he advanced on the enemy in two 
town, whence they stgod off the Filipinos 
for three hours. 

Then twenty armed tyembers of the local 
police force sallied out to help Estes’ Amer- 
icans. The latter, with the police, charged 
the enemy, and together they dispersed the 
Filipinos, and after the fight was over 
buried 125 of them. There were no Amer- 
fean casualties.

After the inspection the parade formed a 
square, with the officers in the center, and 
the First Lord of the Admiralty and the 
Prince of Wales spoke briefly, and then Mr.

Lambton to the Princess of Wales, and the

A dispatch from Warrenton on Monday 
says: The Boers have been driven out of 
Fourteen Streams, and the British are now 
encamped on the north bank of the Vaal 
River.“ 

Main E Goes On. 

The capture of Winburg by the British is 
confirmed, and the main advance tg Pretoria 
continues with the machine-like precision 
and rapidity which has characterized all 
Lord Roberts’ forward movements. By the 
oceupation of Winburg General Ian Hamil- 
ton puts himself nearly parallel with Lord 
Roberts and only twenty-nine miles east - 
ward, while he has the additional advan- 
tage of being connected with his chief by 
means of the railroad that runs from Smal- 
deel, or Winburg road station, as it is some- 
times called, to Winburg.

Police.Believe Headquarters Are in Chi- 
cago, Whence “Assignments ” Are 
Made to Country Celebrations. 


Many visitors to recent celebrations in IIH- 
nols towns have been the victims of pick- 
pockets, and Chief of Police Kipley has 
been asked for protection against what is 
supposed to be an “organized pickpocket 
craft,” operating from headquarters in Chi- 
cago. According to the complaints, tab 
is kept on events in the towns and pick- 
pockets assigned to rob the crowds sys- 
tematically.

TAKES IN PORTO RICO 


TEXT OF JUDGE LOCHREN’S RECENT 
DECISION. 


United States Circuit Bench at St. Paul 
Declares That the Constitution Ex- 
tends to the Island Acquired from 
Spaim—Says Theory That Our Go 
ernment Can Rule a Subject People 
Whe Have No Voice in It Is Foreign 

Absolutism. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 7.—Judge Lochren to- 
day filed in the United States Circuit Court 
his decision on the application Rafeal 
Ortiz, a Porto Rican, to be rel from. 
Minnesota State Prison. 

Ortiz was convicted by a military ‘tribunal 
in Porto Rico for the murder of a United 
States soldier and condemned to die. The 
sentence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment. 

The application for release was on 
the claim that the military authorities had 
no jurisdiction over Ortiz; that peace had 
been declared and that he sho ve hada 
civil trial. 

Judge Lochren refused the application in 
an oral decision on Thursday last and today 
filed an exhaustive opinion thereon. The. 
decision states: 

Our general government was founded by 
the men of the revolution, who had rebelled 
against the arbitrary power asserted by 
Great Britain to 22 rn her outlying colonies 
at the will of her Hament. They estab- 
lished this government upon the asserted 
theory that all just powers of government 
come from the consent of the governed. 
They founded, as described by President 
Lincoln in language not yet forgotten, ‘a 
government of the people, by the people, for 
It will be, indeed, marvelous 
if it is made to appear that these men who 
then founded our national government so 
constructed it that it is capable of ruling 
with unlimited power a subject people who 
have neither guaranties to protect them nor 
any voice in the government. This is foreign 
absolutism—the worst form of tryanny. 


States Alternative Position. 


“If the constitutien does not extend to 
Porto Rico and our other new acquisitions 
of territory, Congress hag the untrammel}led, 
absolute power te establish subject govern- 


ments or make laws for such territorics; it 


has the power to establish dependent mon- 
archies or satrapies, state religions, and 
even slavery. 

The argument of one of the Senators 


referred to, that the last clause of the thir- 


teenth amendment prevents the establish- 
ment there of slavery, is obviously lame and 
impotent, for if the constitution does not ex- 
tend to those parts of the domain of the 
United States, nor limits Congress in its 
powers of legislation over them, by what 
process will this single clause of an amend- 
ment of that instrument detach itself from 
the skin of the parchment and alone fasten 
itself upon these new territories? If it be 
considered that this clause of the thirteenth 
amendment ex-propria vigore extends to 
these new territories, or limits the powers of 
Congress respecting them, every clause of 
that instrument, for the like reason, is 
equally potent. To say that a clause in the 
constitution does not extend to a territory 


islating for that territory; is to draw a dis- 
tinction too fine to be practical. 


Argument Proves Nothing. 


national government of the United States 
has not the power to deal with these new 
territories untrammeled by the constitution 
its power is less than that possessed by the 
other governments of the civilized world is 
admitted. It proves nothing. The national 
government of the United States is one of 
limited powers. In respect to its own peo- 
ple, in its entire domain, and, generally, ex- 


foreign natons, and concerning matters ex- 
pressly committed to it by the constitution, 
its powers are much less than those pos- 
sessed by other governments. No one will 
dispute this. 

“The national governmnt dt the United 
States was created and its powers and juris- 


constitution. Its powers can only be in- 
creased by amendment of that instrument. 

“The power of the general government 
to acquire additional territory rests upon its 
constitutional power to make war, which 
may result in conquest, and its like power to 
make treaties, which may bring territory 
by cession. The power to govern such ac- 
quisition territories results from the power 
to admit new States and to make all needful 
rules and regulations respecting the terri- 
tory or other property belonging to the 
United States. 
is clause authorizes Congress to legis- 
late in respect to a Territory in local as well 
as national matters before its admission to 
Statehood in the union. 

Contrary to Precedents. 

“The novel doctrine that the power of 
Congress to govern territory ceded to the 
United States may be confessed by a foreign 

sovereign, by and through the terms of the 
treaty of cession. and that the general gov- 
ernment can exercise powers thus granted 
by a foreign sovereign independent of and 
in disregard of the constitution, until Con- 
gress, mayhap in the futtre, shall by its en- 
actment see fit to extend the constitution 
over the territory, is contrary to the holding 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, to 
the effect that the general government is one 
of enumerated powers and can claim and ex- 
ercise no power not granted to it by the con- 
stitution, either expressly or by necessary 
implication. 

It is clear that the general government 
cannot legislate over territory where the 
constitution from which its every power is 
derived does not extend. The constitution 
must be in force over a territory before the 
general government can have any authority 
to legislate respecting it. No foreign sov- 
ereign can invest the general government 
with any legislative power.” 


Is Part of United States. 


Numerous decisions are cited in support 
of his opinion, and he continues: 


the dominion of the United States, as much 
80 as is Arizona or Minnesota, and that the 

constitution of the United States, ex propria 
vigore, at once extended over that island, 
and that this extension of the constitution 
gave Congress, whose every power must 


to legislate in respect to that island as a part 
of the United States territory. It follows 
that all the provisions of the constitution 
in respect to personal and property rights, 
including the right to trial by jury in crim- 
inal prosecutions, became at once, when the 
cession was completed, a part of the supreme 
law of the land 

The character of an offense and the na- 
ture of its punishment would be determined 
by the law in force where and when the act 
was committed, and laws of that character 
remain in force after the cession until 
changed; but the manner of trial must de- 
pend on the law in force when the trial is 
had, even though the establishment and or-.

The Bayonne volunteer fire department of 
ten companies was early at the scene, and 
a dozen tugs of the Standard Oil company 
pumped tons of water upon the flames. The 
fireboat New-Yorker also steamed to the 
scene and joined in the fire fighting. It was 
apparent that pier No. 1 and its structure 
was doorned. The oil on the surface of the

TELLER TALKS FOR THE BOERS. 


Urges the Senate to Adopt Resolutions 
of Sympathy—Naval Appropria- 
tion Considered. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—In the Senate 
today Mr. Teller [Colo.] urged the Senate 
to extend its sympathy to the Boers. The 
adoption of his resolution of sympathy, he 
maintained, could not be considered as an 
unfriendly act by the British government. 

During the remainder of the session the 
Senate had under consideration the naval 
appropriation bill. Mr. Chandler’s amend- 
ment to curtail the increase of the marine 
corps created some debate, and finally was 
jaid on the table, 80 to 14. The bill was not 
completed. ;

WEST IS SWEPT BY CYCLONES. 


Great Damage by Storms in Jerseyville, 
„ and in Missouri ana 
Kansas. 


Jerseyville, III., May 7.— [Special.] —Jer- 
seyville was visited by a terrific cy- 
clone this afternoon at 65:30, which 
damaged nearly every building in 
the town. Large trees were torn up 
by the roots, the roofs of several buildings 
were blown off, and barns, sheds, and small 
outbuildings were demolished. The large 
fron smokestacks at the water works and 
electric light house were blown down, and 
the electric light and telephone wires are 
down. The city is in darkness, and the 
streets are a confused mass of trees, awn- 
ings, and telephone poles and wires. One 
woman and a little child were glown from a 
porch and carried quite a distance, but were 
uninjured. An enormous amount of damage 
has been done both in Jerseyville and the 
country surrounding. 

Maryville, Mo., May 7.—[{Special.]—Sev- 
eral houses, barns, and outbuildings were 
blown down and considerable other damage 
done by a cyclone which passed over the 
northern part of Andrew and the southern 
part of Nodaway Counties last night. No- 
body was hurt. Many acres of corn in this 
section were washed out by heavy rains yes- 
terday and last night. 


Fourteen Cyclones in Kansas. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 7.—No less than 
fourteen funnel-shaped tornade clouds are 
reported to have been seen yesterday in 
central Kansas, ranging through Saline, 
Ellsworth, Rice, Barton, and Pawnee Coun- 
tles. As far as learned Mr. and Mrs. WIII- 
iam Helfirck, who lost their lives in the de- 
struction of their home north of Ellinwood, 
comprise the fatalities. Over twenty peo- 
ple are reported slightly injured near Ellin- 


wood. 

At Fort Scott the most destructive wind- 
storm experienced in many years prevailed. 
Signs and shade trees were blown down, 
blocking the street cars, telephone wires 
were snapped, and several small buildings 

amaged.

Heavy Loss in San Antonio. 


San Antonio, Tex., May 7.—4 tornado 
swept through San Antonio this morning, 
and caused a loss aggregating over $100,000. 
No loss of life is reported. At Fort Sam 
Houston the entire galleries of three bar- 
racks were demolished and the officers’ quar- 
ters were unroofed. Hundreds of trees with- 
in the fort are utterly ruined: Bexar County 
will be a heavy loser by the wreckage of 
bridges. A huge steel bridge over the Salado 
Creek, nine miles from this city, is completely 
demolished. The damage will probably 
reach $20,000. The Dullnig mineral wells 
were damaged to the extent of $8,000. In- 
dividual losses of several local merchants 
range from $1,000 to $8,000. It is estimated 
that fifi houses were damaged through 
blowing in of walls and loss of roofs. The 
damage caused by the collapse of the San 
Antonio Loan and Trust company’s steel 
and terra cotta building is $40,000. The 
known total in the city exceeds $100,000. 
The wheat crop and fruit trees have suf- 


fered much. 


URGE PROHIBITION IN CICERO. 


Town Board, in Committee of the Whole, 
Favors Ordinance Against Racetrack 
Saloons, but May Not Pass It. 


The Cicero Town board, in committee o 
the whole, voted last night to recommend 
the adoption at next Thursday's board meet- 
ing of an ordinance enlarging the prohibi- 
tion district so that liquor cannot be sold 
at the Hawthorne track or within 690 fect 
of it. When a viva voce was called on tie 
question only two members voted, and la“or 
it was prophesied that the ordinance would 
fail to pass. 

Twenty-five citizens, including several 
ministers, were present to urge the trustees 
to prevent the sale of liquor at the track. 
Many of them took the ground that prohibi- 
tion would result in stopping the races. 

It was argued that when men are not ex- 
cited by strong drink they will not bet, and 
that when there is no betting there will be no 
racing. Some of the ministers talked sharp- 
ly to the trustees, who repeatedly explained 
during the three hours of the session that 
the board was sitting as a committee of tHe 
whole. Before adjourning the committee 
voted to recommend an ordinance extending 
the district south to Thirty-third street. 

Trustee Cole had presented an ordinance 
extending the limit, to Thirty-fifth street. 
Then it developed that a license already had 
been granted to Chris Jepson to conduct a 
saloon at Thirty-fifth street and Fifty-sec- 
ond avenue by the present board. 

Dr. Barton, the Rev. J. W. Conley, Edward 
Payson, Samuel W. Packard, E. W. Cook, 
Dr. Strong of the Second Congregational 
Church, the Rev. H. W. Stough, and Edwar 
Lyman spoke in favor of the ordinance and 
against the track. They criticised the town 
police and Sheriff, and favored calling troops 
to make arrests. 


GIVES INTER OCEAN A DECREE. 


Final Ruling Made by Judge Dunne in 
the Suit of the Newspaper Against 
the Associated Press. 


Judge Dunne has entered a final decree in 
the Circuit Court in the suit of the Inter 
Ocean Publishing company against the As- 
sociated Press, granting to the complainant 
the restoration of the service of the Asso- 
ciated Press and removing the ban of sus- 
pension under the bylaw which prohibited 
subscribers in the association from receiv- 
ing news from or furnishing news to any 
person or corporation declared antagonistic 
to the Associated Press. This relief was

The Contractors council stated that when 
Controller Kerfoot called upon prominent 
bankers on April 26 and 27 to place Chicago 
scrip he was met everywhere with the state- 
ment that bankers could not afford to loan 
funds to the city whose administration failed 
to protect life and property. 

When the Mayor found te what a serious 
condition his attempt to justify the Building 
Trades council had brought the city,” said 
Mr. Falkenau, “ he at once had one of his 
assistants write the resignation of Carroll 
and had him chased all over town until he 


resigned and steps had been taken to shake 
up the police force the bankers declared 
themselves willing to take the scrip.”’ 

Mayor Harrison said that as far as he 
knew the statement was untrue. 

The last attempt which was made to sell 
time warrants was three or four weeks ago, 
he said. “Of these the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank took between $700,000 and 
$800,000. The Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company took them, and all the banks which 


Controller wished to issue.“ 

Mr. Falkenau stated that though Mayor 
Harrison denied the statement; he could 
specify three banks which had refused to 
take scrip. These he gave as the North- 
western National, the Northern Trust com- 
pany, and the Illinois Trust and Savings. 
Officials of these banks refused to discuss 
the statement. 


Union Labor Clause Contract Illegal. 

Judge Tuthill during the day enjoined the 
County board from inserting in contracts 
a provision that work must be done by union 
labor, and the board will have to readver- 
tise the contract for repairs to the rooms of 
the Board of Review. 

The contract as let contained a provision 
that none but union labor should be em- 
ployed. A bill was filed to restrain the board 
and Contractor Motschman from going on 
with the work, and yesterday the applica- 
tion for injunction was heard. Judge Tuthill, 
in granting the injunction, said: 

I do not see how counsel for the County 
board can stand up here and contend that 
the board had any right to insert a provision 
in its contracts that none but union labor 
should be employed by the contractors. It 
might just as well have insisted that the 
work be done by Presbyterians. - The neces- 
sity the board is under to have the work done 
can afford no excuse for its entering into an 
illegal contract. The demurrer will have to 
be overruled and an injunction will issue. 

The suit was brought by Thomas J. — 
son, representing the Contractors counci, 
the members of which claim they were pre- 
vented from bidding on the contract because

A NEEDLESS COMMISSION. | 

There is before Congregs a bill to author- 
ize the President to appoint a commission 
to study commercial and industria] condi- 
tions in China, Japan, and adjacent coun- 
tries in eastern Asia, to find ont what 
products of American farms and workshops 
may be sold there, and how they should be 
manufactured, packed, and shipped. The 
bill carries an appropriation of $75,000 to 
pay the salaries and traveling expenses of 
the members of the commission. 

This bill is said to be the result of many 
communications from Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce, urging the impor- 
tance of finding out how best to develop 
American. commerce in the markets of the 
Orient. This is a praiseworthy object, but 
the measpre was criticised sharply when 
under discussion in the House last week. 
The fact was brought ont that a year ago 
$200,000 was appropriated for the Philadel- 
phia commercial museum, and that of that 
sum $70,000 wes spent in sending agents 
to China to get the information it is pro- 
posed this commission shall get. Further- 
more, there is a bill pending to appropriate 
$200,000 more for that commercial museum, 
which is doing 4 good deal to foster Ameri- 
can trade interests. 

Tf this bill passes it will be possible to 
give some estimable gentlemen plgasant 

employment for a year or more. thing 
that they may do, however, will be likely to 
add much to the volume of American traffic. 
No reports they may make will add anything 
of yalue to information being supplied from 
other quarters. A series of special consular 
reports for China and J apan is to be issued 
soon. 

The American Consuls in China and Ja- 
pan, most ot whom hare been there for two 
or three years, ought to be able too better 
service than a commission which will have 
to spend much time in finding out matters 
the Consuls have already found out. There 
are some men in the field, however, in east- 
ern Asia who are able to do better work 
than commissioners or Consuls. They are 
the intelligent representatives of some of 
the great American manufacturing corpora- 
tions. They unite technjeat skill and com- 
mercial energy. 

These concerns which have sent their 
agents to Asia, Europe, and other parts of 
the world are of the opinion. that the way 
to get business is to go out and hunt for it. 
They do not wait for Consuls or commis- 
sions to tell them What to do. Those who 
wait for information from those sources will 
be likely to find the field pretty well occu- 
pied. ‘The commerelal interests of the coun- 
try will not be harmed if this commission

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“REGULATING JUNK SHOPS. 
Perhaps the Health Commissioner’s lack, 
when recently confronted by complaints 
against junk shops, of any definite stug- 
gestions for their regulation should be 
part excused by the general looseness of 


public supervision over these institutions 


in American cities. Still, there are certain 
local improyements which are so obviously 
needed that a health officer making it his 
business to anticipate instead of to await 
complaints ought to be aware of them 


without specially posting himself. 


It scarcely requires the knowledge ofa 
specialist, indeed, to enable one to realize 
that the contact of domestic life with 
trade in junk materials which now takes 
place it a serious menace to health. Any 
one who inspects the processes of this 
trade, with its daily collections from gar- 


bage boxes, alleys, and store refuse, the 


assembling of the gleanings into basements, 
back yards, closets, stables, stores com- 
municating with living rooms, or even into 
kitchens and bedrooms, knows how filthy 
Fand obnoxious, not to say unwholesome, it 
often renders domestic conditions. Perha ps 
the least objectionable phase of it ull is 
that combination by which the first floor, 
‘the cellar, and the yard are occupied by 
a junk shop—possibly for bales of rags 
or waste paper—while families liye in 
the tenements above, and yet such a com- 
bination is sufficiently repulsive to any 


proper sense of domestic environment. 


The proposal to dispose of the difficul- 
ty by excluding this trade from “ residence 
districts’ needs to be listened to some- 


| what warily: Merely to divert it from 


the more comfortable residence streets to 


the second-class business streets, which, 


however, are exclusively devoted above the 


| first story to residential purposes, would 


be to inflict an injustice without effecting 
a cure. The change required is the dis- 
sociation of the junk business in all its 
branches from domestic conditions and its 
concentration at a few points or markets 
K the city, This result cannot at once 

be effected, but legislation should move 
distinctly toward that end. Furthermore, 
the license to carry on the business should 
require the observance of strict regulations 


directed toward this result, and should be 


issued or reyoked on fixed terms without 
the exercise of discretionary powers by 
any public official. 

There is an important collateral item 
which ought also to be borne in mind— 
namely: the extent to which junk dealers 
are in collusion with juvenile thieves, 
whose plunder they acquire at nominal 
prices. Persons acquainted with the extent 
of this practice and the degree to which 
it promotes youthful crime agree that any 
legislation on this general subject should 
forbid all purchases by licensed junk deal- 
ers of second-hand material from children 
under 16 years of age. 


STIMULANTS IN THE 


Captain Wooktes” an assistant surgeon | 


in the United States army, has noticed the 
tendency of American soldiers in the Philip- 
pines to use alcoholic drinks, and has 
jumped at the conclusion that such stimu- 
lants are necessary to ward off mental 
troubles. His observations are more valu- 
able than his conclusions. It is undoubt- 


edly trne that the sudden transference of 


men into thé enervating climate of the trop- 
ics causes an Increased craving for stimu- 
lants. In such a climate an ordinary 
amount of physital or mental activity pro- 
duces an unwonted degree of weariness, 


and this lowering of vitality affects the | 


stomach and other vital organs in a way 
that naturally causes a desire for stimu- 
lants. In the American or Huropean this 
feeling at once suggests alcoholic drinks, 
but ſt by no means follows that this is the 
best prescription for the case. As a matter 
of fact, all prolonged experience has shown 
that alcohol is the worst stimulant for the 


tropics. Instead of preventing insanity, aa 


Captain Woodruff imagines, itis more likely 
to produce it in the long run. 
_ Aleoholic drinks have their uses, but these 
seem to be reduced to a minimum in the 
tropics. The extreme reaction that follows 
so violent a stimujant only aggravates the 
tendency toward lew vitality. Captain 
Younghusband, a British officer in India, 
visited the Philippines a year ago and wrote 
a book in which he warned the American 
be, that its Philippine army would 
n time be seriously injured by the amount 
of alcohol it was consuming. He is not a 
teetotaler, but long experience has taught 
even the British that alcohol is unusually 
injurious in the tropics. No tropical nation 
is a drinking hation. The Filipinos, who 
have lived a thousand years in the islands, 
are likely to know more about the proper 
diet for such a climate than the visitors who 
are now making their first experiments on 
the subject. 

It is certain that a tropical climate does 
call for stimulants, but a study of the habits 
of natives shows that the proper stimulants 
are of a different and a milder kind. Mexi- 
cans and the inhabitants of tropical America 
use what seems like an inordinate amount of 
condiments and hot chili-sauces. The in- 
habitants of India have their curry powders, 
spices, and various pepper sauces. Tea 
and coffee are the natural stimulants for 
cold and hot countries, and can be used year 
after year without injurious effect, while 
a long course of alcoholic drinks can scarce- 
| hy fail to produce even more vicious results 


than in a temperate climate. The inevitable 


craving for stimulants should be recognized 
in making up the rations of the Philippine 
soldiers and should be catered to as far as 
possible with safer things than aloha 
drinks. | 


TAXING A VOCATION. 

The case of the City of St..Louis vs. John 
J. McCann, recently: argued on appeal in 
the Supreme Court of Missouri, raises a 
fundamental question as to the right of 
taxation. The defendant refused to pay 
a license fee as a real estate agent, claiming 


that the city had “ no right to levy a license 


on the vocation of a citizen in which no 
police regulation is involved.“ Mr. Me- 
Cann is a single-taxer, and is litigating this 
issue for the purpose of securing an adjudi- 
cation upon the broad question of the right 
of the State, under the constitution, to tax 
individual enterprise. Being also an attor- 
ney, he prepared the case himself and ar- 
gued it in his own behalf. : 

Special significance attaches in a personal 
way to this case from the fact that the de- 
fendant, with the assistance of one or two 
associates—though not without material 
contributions from the business-men of the 
city for the expenses of the effort—was 
chiefly instrumental last year, aftes months 
of patient endeavor, first before the local 
taxing authorities and afterwards before 
the State Board of Eqralization; in securing 
from the latter body an increase in the as- 
sessment of the street railways of St. Louis 
from about seven million to about seventeen 
million dollars.

A memorial presented by the Board of 
Bishops yesterday to the Methodist General 
Conference, asking that the relation of the 
Bishops to the appointment of professors in 
theological seminaries of the denomination

Warm Debate Over Advocate. 

Two questions enlivened the session of the 
conference.

The question of censor- 
ship over the cOlumns of the Daily Christian 
Advocate brought Dr. Buckley's friends and

E. 8. Lacey Thinks Commercial Rates 
Will Be Firmer—Discusses the New 
York Market—Ratlroad Earnings— 
Official Statement of Condition of 

State Banks—Gold Exports to Paris 
Closing Curb Prices—Sales on the 
Local stock Exchange. 


Further ease in the money market is indi- 
cated by the trend of rates. While more gold 
_ exports probably will be made this week it 
not expected that the total will be larger 
than last week, when the shipments had no 
effect on the money market. The decreased 
demand, with the influence of the lowering 
rates in 8 York, contributes to cause a 
reduction ‘by local banks. Some call loans 
have been ee in Chicago at 4 per cent, 
though most of the banks hold up to 4%. 

Speaking of the prospects for commercial 


rates President FB. S. Lacey of the Bankers’ 1 


National Bank said he thought they would 
be firmer. 

“The New York market is soft now, and 
why it is so I can’t see,” he said. The 
banks there hold small excess reserves, and 
the line of loans over the country is large. 
The only condition to account for the soft 
market in the East is the absence of specula- 
tive activity in stocks. The general public 
doesn't seem to be in the market, though I 
think it is reasonable to expect a revival of 
interest later. There will be moderate ex- 
ports of gold, which ought to prevent further 
Jeclines in rates, if not promote slight ad- 
yances. This fall I expect a good, strong 
money market, lasting through the move- 
ment of crops. In real estate loans and first- 
Plass bonds the country is tending con- 
stantly towards a lower basis rate for monéy. 
For commercial purposes rates are always 
governed by supply and demand, a time of 
good business meaning good rates.”

w York, May 1.—{Spectal.}—The fertile

Our reasons for continuing to act as di- 
rectors until now may perhaps deserve fur- 
ther explanation, On the morning of the 
April meeting of the board we received as- 
surances from sources on which we thought 
ourselves entitled to rely that the resig- 
nation of Mr. Gates as chairman would ‘be

ay 1. While it is true that 


by continuing in the board we exposed our- 
selves to possible misconstruction, we risked 
this, in the belief that by delay we should 
accomplish that which every one must rec- 
ognize as demanded by the best interests 
of the company—namely: Mr. Gates’ retire- 
ment from the management—and we real-
